The only business of the Vorking Group is to compile a 
report, issued in about 875 copies, which recipients gen- 
erally seem to feel provides a useful summary of political 
and military developments related to the Palestine problem. 
The Group normally meets two or three times a year {the 
next meeting is scheduled for 6 December 1961) for a ses- 
sion of three or four tears. It has no staff of its own; 
OCX provides facilities for the reproduction of the report, 
and an OCI intelligence officer usually devotes the bettor 
part of a day or two to overseeing the final stages of 
this process. Xf the Group did not compile the report, 
individual agencies would be forced to do something simi- 
lar for their earn needs with a consequent duplication of 
effort, without the advantage of an agreed upon statement. 
We therefore recommend that the Group be continued indefi- 
nitely ns long as the basic elements ef the Palestine 
problem remain. 
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
